Where is the fire engine? Hi 
many of our citizens know whe 
it is kept? Where is the hose and 
how 18 it to be taken toa fire hut 
riodly ? These ~querias naturally 
arise, and every citizen should be 
informed and thus prepared to act 
without delay in case af emer 
gency. The first few minutes ofa 
conflagration is the most imporf- 
ant time, the time when the mog 
effective work can be accomplish- 
ed, but under the conditions 
they exist at present, much valu 
able time would be lost before 
stream of water could be thrown, 


A fire will visit this town soond 


ent to hold a short meeting and 
arrange for an organization that 
would systematically combat the 
enemy when it did come. 


Another question of paramount 
importance is that of water supply. 
Ata meeting of the citizens last 
spring, a committee was appointed 
to supervise the construction of 
tenks, and select suitable locations 
for same,and to have everything in 
readiness when the engine arrived. 
We understand the committee 
never met, and nothing has been 
done in this direction. The creek, 
which was being depended upon 
for water supply, is now quite low, 
and should 4 hose be 
placed in it, the water would soon 
become muddy, and thus tronble 
would ensue with the hose.

STAGE BANQUETS. 


One That Caused a Performance to 
End Ina Riot. ~ 


Stage banquets are not invariably mer- 
ry, as witness a very old one—that in 
“Macbeth,” where Banquo is a guest un- 
seen by all bit the host, whose ravings 
at the sight t#row everything into di-or- 
der and cause the hostess to dismiss the 
company. ‘There is also an outdoor din- 
ner going on in “As You Like It’’ when 
Orlando interrupts. In Shakespeare's 
time at these stage feasts the performers 
used as food marchpane, a sort of bis- 
cuit, to which one of the servants makes 
allusion in “Romeo and Juliet,” ‘Good 
thou, save me a piece of marchpane.” 
The actors grumbled at the constant use 
of marchpane and would have preferred 
something substantial. 

In the eighteenth century, when the 
strolling players went more or less mer- 
rily on foot and veere much of the time 
half starved, real food in the plays was 
more than welcome. ‘There was a Brit- 
ish manager who, whenever salaries were 
considerably in arrears and dissatisfac- 
tion prevalent, scothed everybody into 
good hunor again by putting up the nau- 
tical drama, “The Cramond Brig,” which 
calls for a dinner of boiled mutton and 
turnips. In “The Gentle Shepherd,” 
which used to.be given in Scotland, real 
haggis was introduced. There was also 
a very elaborate meal in the old farce 
“No Song, No Supper.” 

Persons in the’audience are not aware, 
perhaps, that it is difficult to eat on the 
stage and carry on the dialogue at the 
same time. Not a little practice is re- 
quired. The experienced players, how- 
ever, do it gracefully and well. Before 
an audience one must eat very daintily, 
else well bred people in front will criti- 
cise. An actress must also know some- 
thing about cooking, or at least about 
the preparation of food. Making bread 
on the stage is common, and in Robert- 
son’s “Ours’’ there is a charming scene 
where Mary Netley runs about in the hut 
in the Crimea with sleeves rolled up and 
in her hand the well dusted rolling pin. 
She also works ont the dough. 

Occasionally there is too much drink- 
ing. Ina play entitled “The Wary Wid- 
ow,” which was acted in 1693, it is said 
that there was so much whisky punch 
consumed that all the performers became 
intoxicated. 

Mr. Clement Scott, in his memoirs, re- 
lates the disastrous experience some years 
ago in London of Miss Nita Nicotina, a 
young woman who made her debut in @ 
play called “Bearte.” The Australian 
tragedian, Boothroyd Fairclough, was in 
the cast. The picnie scene was of highly 
realistic character—genuine hainpers from 
Fortnum & Mason’s, Perigord pies, chick- 
en, truffles and champagne. ‘The repast 
was of sumptuous character, and the ac- 
tors and actresses ate and drank heart- 
ily. The gallery, after awhile, becoming 
weary of so much feasting without being 
able to join in it, began to jeer. The 
champagne continued to flow, and Miss 
Nicotina displayed the effects of overin- 
dulgence. The jeers turned into yells, 
and presently, when she entered with a 
green boot on one foot and a yellow boot 
on the other, the yells became howls, and 
the lady unwiscly attempted a speech. 
The piece ended ip a riot, and the lights 
were put out. 


Most Tattooed Man In France. 

~ Languishing in a prison cell in Paris, to 
which he was relegated the other day for 
assault and battery, is one Auguste For- 
min, an ex-soldier, who claims to be the 
most tattooed man in France. His body 
presents an illustrated version of the 
Dreyfus case, in which the most dramat- 
ie episodes in that world famous drama 
are reproduced with great skill. 

His right arm bears the portraits of the 
officers who testified at the Zola trial, to- 
gether with a picture of the novelist. On 
his left arm is the portrait of the late 
president of the republic, Felix Faure, 
and other celebrities who figured in con- 
nection with the case of the prisoner of 
Devil's island, Then, beginning with the 
tragical incident of Dreyfus’ degradation 
in the presence of the troops, scene after 
scene is unrolled. ‘The spaces between 
are filled in with flags and allegorical de 
vices, such as a bleeding heart pierced by 
a dagger and a boa constrictor crushing a 
man, In all there are 120 scenes, por- 
traits and devices, 

This remarkable example of tattooing 
was performed while Formin was sery- 
ing in a disciplinary battalion at Biribi, 
in Tunis. He claims that the surgeon of 
his regiment offered him 400 francs for 
the illustrations on his back, promising to 
remove the skin without pain and guar- 
anteeing that he would speedily recover 
and suffer no ill effects from the opera- 
tion. Formin, however, preferred to keep 
his pictures. 


Bananas the Breadfruit of the World. 


Bananas, probably the first fruit ever 
cultivated, possess all the essentials to 
the sustenance of life. More people live 
on bananas than live on wheat. When 
taken as a steady diet, they are cooked, 
either baked, boiled or fried. The fruit 
is very nourishing, as it contains so much 
starch and sugar.

The farinaceous food Is 
s0 prone to undergo malfermentation in 
the stomach when the normal digestion 
is disordered that it becomes very im- 
portant to seek some variety of starchy 
food which can be easily assimilated 
without the production of acid eructa- 
tions of flatulence or heartburn, There- 
fore the flour has a decided advantage as 
a food for invalids. ‘Thompson states 
that he has found that the finest banana 
flour, called “bananose,” at the end of 
1% hours of pancreati¢ digestion was 
capable of developing twice as much 
sugar as the same quantity of oatmeal 
or farina and nearly 1% times as much 
sugar as cornstarch,

steins, Jerseys, Ayrshires, shorthorns, 
and French Canudians—AH the Cows 


Are Under a Six Months’ Test. 
(Special by Martha Craig.) 


The Canadian portion of the Model 
Dairy is under the supervision of Mr. 
E. W. Elderkin of Amherst, Nova 


Scotia, President of the Maritime 
Stock Breeders’ Association, which 
embraces New LBrunswick, Prince 


Edward's Island and Nova Scotia, 
assisted by his son, D. W. G. Elder- 
kin, a student of Guelph Agricultur- 
al College, Ontario. 

Later on live stock will be sent to 
the Pan-American by private indi- 
viduals. Mr. BE. W, Elderkin is ex- 
pected to leave Buffalo soon. He is 
going to Canada to inspect all the 
live stock before they are’ sent 
over. j 

The Model Dairy barn is situated 
near the East Amherst gate, and is 
a centre of attraction to those © in- 
terested in agriculture, and a mat- 
ter of curiosity to city people. Here 
it is proposed to care for and feed 
the cows, and prepare their product 
for the market in as nearly an ideal 
way as is possible. In the bara are 
to be found the herds of five. cows 
each. Canada is represented by five 
herds, viz.: Holsteins, Jerseys, Ayr- 
shires, Short Horns and French-Can- 
adians. The remaining herds, viz.: 
Guernseys, Red Polled, Polled  Jer- 
seys, Dutch Belted, and Brown Swiss 
are owned by Americans.

actual amount, of butter made by 
each herd; the total amount of butter 
for the week being figured on the 
basis of what is produced in the one 
day. At present the Guernseys aro 
leading, with the Ayrshires second, 
Jerseys third, and Holsteins fourth. 
The three leading Canadian herds 
are fast gaining on the Guernseys, 
and Canadians may look for these 
three herds to be leading at the close 
of the six months’ test.

The Astor Butcher Trust, 

From the northern end of Chatham 
square starts the Bowery, and a few 
steps from its commencement is the 
building now used as a Germen thea- 
ter, which was once the Old Bowery. 
Before the Bowery theater and previ- 
ous to the Revolation the same site 
occupied by a building which has a 
place in history because Washington 
slept in it. This was the Bull's Head 
tavern. Being close by the city slaugh- 
ter houses, all the butchers who came 
to town stopped at this inn, making it 
the first conimercial inn of its day. 
During the Revolution Henry Astor, 
brother of John Jacob Astor, owned 
the Bull's Head tavern. He lensed it 
to Richard Varian. But Varian went 
privateering and left the inn to be 
conducted by his wife. 

Astor was a butcher and conducted 
his business in the Fly market In 
Maiden lane. He incurred the enmity 
of all the butchers in the town by con- 
ceiving the brilliant idea of riding far 
out along the Bowery lane, meeting 
the drovers as they brought their cat- 
tle to town and buying their stock, 
which he sold to the other butchers at 
his own price. As the lane was really 
the only road to the city, Astor In this 
way formed a trust and prospered for 
many years. The inn, too, prospered 
until 1826, when it gave place to the 
Bowery theater.—Home Journal.
